Aitken (‘‘Eha’’) and the . witty Phil 
Robinson; to these now must be added 
with all honours the name- of Eardley 
Wilmot. A long association with the 
forest service has fitted him well for. the 
task, and the reader is made to fee] not 
only that he is receiving accurate informa- 
tion, but that it has been gathered at 
first hand. Sir Eardley has fallen under 
the spell of the jungle, and with his 
eloquent style contrives to bewitch us. too, 
as he carries us from delight. to delight, 
until, like some pleasant dream, the book 
ends all too soon. ; 

The scope of the book ranges from the 
bamboo jungles of the South to the great 
forests fringing the Himalayas, and ftom 
tigers to the strange occurrences and 
spirit lore: of the wilds.

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USTAV Stresemann stands out as the 
most. influential man of post-war 
Germany who ably had moré to do 
with the shaping of that country’s destiny 


outbreak of the revolution, Stresemann 
held unwaveringly to his political 
principles. | i 
- Baron von Rheinbaben says of him: 

“ Rooted as he was, politically speaking, in 
tradition, he could not join hands with thore who 
suddenly git hy new code of poljtical ethics, 
repudiated the past and believed that’ Germany's 
salvation depended entirely upon present and 
future conditions, any more than with those who 
rallied round the Kreusczeitung, and, like i, 
abandoned in Novémber, 1918, the motto, * With 
God for King and Country,’ and let others under 
take the responsibility for future develonmenis.” 

His attitude is well illustrated in a 

ssage from an essay on the Scapa Flow 
incident, entitled “ The Bitter End,”’ a 
commentary on the action of the German 


| fleet at Scapa Flow rather than hand ‘1 
over to the British. Says he: | 

“ There was more German feeling, however, n 
real political sense reflected in the action. of th. 
officer and of the brave fellows at Scapa Flow 
than in the speeches of those who told the German 
people that they would have to submit to vevery. 
thing; for. had we only been true to the epirit 
of Sca low. we should never have hecome só 
degraded as to accept this peace of -Vereailles.” 

Stresemann maintained always that the 
onus of guilt for the World War rested 
not on Germany, but upon England and 
France. To prove his contentions he 
offered to throw open the State archives 
‘provided that others would follow suit. 

is offer was never accepted. “The Dawes 
Plan he regarded as very significant on 
account of the part which the United 
States played in it; Germany was no 
‘longer confronted by the Entente alone. 
To him it seemed that the United States 
was rich enough to be uninterested in the 
weakening of Germany and far enough off 
to be able to take an unprejudiced view. 

The Treaty of: Locarno was notable for 
the two conditions which Stresemann 
insisted upon: that Germany be treated as 
a Great Power with a permanent seat .on 
the Council of the League of” Nations; 
secondly, a refusal to: admit Germany’s 
war guilt. Locarno signified the intention 
on the part of the nations of Europe to 
adopt a conciliatory tone towards 
Germany, based upon: common economic 
interests rather than upon political divi- 
sions, This proved to be Stresemann’s 
major coup; for now there was no reason 
left for the further occupation of the 
Rhineland, and .Germany came into her 
own again. 

It has been said justly that Stresemann 
possessed as great a literary genius as 
political acumen, and this volume 
furnishes ample proof. The essays are 
startling in their complete grasp of 
situations which only now we are be- 
ginning to understand, and it was largely 
due to his uncommon sense that Germany 
has held up her head and is now on the 
road to economic recovery. Overwork 
killed the ablest man whom Germany 


had; for he died on October órd, 1929, 


at a premature age. |

inters at last has been dispelled at one 


+E] Gtece as he is better known—lay 
hidden in the garrets and cellars of 
Europe, as forgotten almost as was their 
creator in his unknown grave. Then by a 
strange turn of fortune Cézanne, extremist 
and leader of the .post-Impressionist 
school, discovered -in the few individual 
works that had escaped the dust-heap 'a 
vague mannerism; a peculiar solidity of 
form and figure that he himself was 
justifying then to an enthusiastic 
following. | 

Thus was a fashion set: and thus was 
the most facile painter of the Spanish 
school rescued from the obscurity into 
which he had fallen. Apart, however, 
from stimulating interest in FE] Greco 
himself and the setting of a new market 


lighten the darkness that surrounded the 
life and works of the alleged disciple of 
Titian. 

It has been left, indeed, to Mr. Frank 
Rutter to marshal for us all the facts and 
figures, all the theories and suppositions 
that research has brought to light during 
the last thirty years. Mr. Rutter has 
accomplished his task exceedingly well. 
Not only does he tell us the history of 
the painter and his art, but he describes 
the important influence that Michael 
Angelo, Bassano, Tintoretto and others of 
the Venetian school had upon the early 
training of the young man, who in later 
years adopted in almost all his — 
the sombre colour-note so peculiar to 
Spain and Spanish art. 

If El Greco was, as a cynic has sug- 
gested, the man who was responsible for 
first portraying the elongated female form 
that nowadays adorns, the pages of fashion 
magazines, Mr. Rutter says nothing of it; 
he makes but passing reference to the 
distortion of figure which is so obvious in 
some of the later works of the artist. He 
reveals, however, that E] Greco was a 
business man as well as an artist, and 
that, having conceived or invented a 
design, he painted two, and sometimes 
three, copies of it. One of these was a 
studio copy, and, if the design found 
favour with the public, he handed this 
copy over to one of his assistants with 
instructions to make as many more copies 
as were needed. Thus does the author 
explain the fact that there are twenty-two 
versions of El Greco’s “ St. Francis in 
Meditation.’’ | 
Of EI Greco’s superiority as an artist 
to Velasquez Mr. Rutter has no doubt, 
and, since he takes the painting of the 
human hand as the test of liveliness and 
accuracy, we do not question that he. is 
right. Moreover, in the hundred-odd 
remarkably fine reproductions of EI 
Groco's work the author not only shows 
the detail] of many of the pictures, as well 
as the whole canvas, but compares them 
side by side with those in the “more 
“ pretty ” style of Velasquez himself.

BELFAST, Thursdu4. 
IE startling increase inmmemployment 
in Northern Irelandij& reflect in the 
additional estimates wluch'” were. placed 
before Parliament yesterdao meet the 
demand for out-of-work ~.benefit. The 
original estimates were passed on a basis 
of sixteen percent. of unemplayment, but 
this figure has, unfortumatelyfrisen until 
now the percentage is 24.4, and, of course, 
more money is required to meet the extra 
calls on the fund. Attention is frequently 
directed by Northern politicians to the 
rising tide of unemployment in Great 
Britain, but the percentage in the Six 
Counties is far higher than it 1s across 

the Channel. 

Happily, for Ulster, - the financial 
arrangements made. with the. imperial 
authorities, When a sympathetic Govern- 
ment was in power, maintain the social 
services of the province on an equality with 
those in England, and the helping hand 
is very necessary at the present time. 

The new estimate is for a supplementary 
sum of £261,000, which brings the total 
amount of unemployment benefit to be dis- 
tributed during the present year in the Six 
Counties up to £1,734,000. Further sums, 
of course, Jhaye. been gfti#tnted for relief 
schemes, and it. is well that a wealthy 
partner should be willing to shoulder part 
of the burden. Even the Socialist Govern- 
ment has treated Ulster with every con- 
sideration. 


IN CHEERFUL MOOD. 


The! Northern Prime Minister was in 
cheerful mood last night when speaking 
at “a Unionist social meeting. While 
admitting that the province is in a bad 
way industrially, like-every other country, 
he said that he had such faith in the 
people of Ulster that he believed that in 
the end their own characteristic grit and 
determination would enable them to 
emerge from the present state of affairs 
to a better, healthier and stronger posi- 
tion than any other country in the world. 
One of his reasons for arriving at that 
conclusion, he added, was the. fact that 
thé province, after being tried for a great 
number of years in the furnace of 
adversity, and even murder, was now just 
as well as if these tribulations had not 
occurred, 

Lord Craigavon went on to say that the 
people of Ulster were where they were to- 
day because of their acute political sense, 
and, contrasting Ulster with the Free 
State, he mentioned that it used to be 
said that the South was good at politics, 
while the North was bad, but that Was 
not so. They were successful in the Six 
Counties, he declared, because they had 
always been honest with one another, and 
were just like a big family ready to point 
out rights and wrongs to each other, 
bringing triumph in the end. 

In these days of gloom, misery and 
‘want in Belfast, with a hopeless winter 
outlook for thousands of families who 
have neither work nor “ dole,’’ it must 
be pleasant to the waifs and strays of in- 
dustry to learn that the future is assured. 


THE “B” SPECIALS. 


Interesting information was divulged in 
the Northern Senate yesterday regarding 
the cost of the “B' Special Constabu- 
lary. In answer to a question it trans- 
pired that there are six County Com- 
mandants enjoying an annual salary of 
£450 apiece, together with an additional 
sum of $140: for travelling expenses, but 
it seems that there are only seven con- 
stables” fully employed—their:» salaries 
being at the rate of seven shillings a 
day, inclusive—the remainder of the force 
receiving a bonus of £2 per annum, con- 
ditional on the completion of the pre- 
scribed number of training drills, while 
members of the reserve class, in which 
no drills are required, are entitled to a 
bonus of five shillings per annum. 

The estimated cost of the ‘' B’’ Specials 
for the current year is in the 
region of £60,000, which has to be 
borne by the province, as it appears 
that the Imperial Government has no con- 
trol over the force. The Six Counties are 
peaceful, and many people, even among the 
Unionist ranks, are of opinion that in 
these hard days the £60,000 could be spent, 
to better advantage, especially as the 
Government has called upon all public 
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bodies ‘and authorities throughout the 
northern area to-exeroisé the. most rigid 
economy, ae de 
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OBJECTIONABLE FILMS. 


For some time past various religious 
and other organisations have been 
agitating for a stricter censorship over 
cinematograph: films,shown in Northern 
Ireland, many of which are alleged to be 
detrimental to the moral well-being of 
young people. -The action of the Free 
State Government in this reapect has been 
frequently . bap as an example to the 
North, which probably was a mistake in 
tactics on the part of the reformers. The 

uestion has now been definitely settled, 
the Ulster Home Office being of opinion 
that the British censorship is sufficient. 

In answer to a question yesterday in the 
House of Commons, Sir Dawson Bates said 
that the matter. had been kept carefullv 
under. supervision by the Northern 
Government for some years, and pointed 
out that the censorship of films as exer- 
cised by the imperial authorities appeared 
to be adequate in every way. Moreover, 
local authorities had power under the 
existing law to refase a licence to any 
place of entertainment at. which films 
were exhibited that had been passed by 
the British Board of Censors. Further 
legislation was, therefore, ecessary. 

The trouble, however, is that the British 
and the Ulster mentality in regard to 
pictures are not the same, and what might 
appear all right to a British audience 
would be all wrong to an Ulster audience. 
Though united politically, Great Britain 
and Ulster do not see eye to eye with 
each other in many things. 


THE WANDERING DRUMS. 


The latest border comedy has provided 
much merriment for all classes of people 
in the North. It has a real Gilbertian 
finveur, but it also shows that cordial 
relationships _ exist between widely 
divergent political parties along the 
dividing line. It appears that some time 
ago’ Dra Fe ‘C. ard, a. Republican 
member ef the Dail, visited Magherarney, 
in Comniy han, part of the parish 
being ia the Free State and part in 
Northern Igafend. In order to greet the 
distinguished visitor with musical honours 
Dr. Ward’s friends borrowed the drums 
of the local band, and stored them in the 
Republican Hall, but on the morning of 
the meeting they had mysteriously dis- 
appeared. 

ln this desperate predicament the Re- 
publ.cans approached the local Orange- 
men, and borrowed the drums which had 
frequently thundered out the rhythmic 
measures of “ Dolly’s Brae’’ and other 
Orange tunes, and it was with these instru- 
ments that Dr. Ward was welcomed. 

The drums which had vanished were 
next heard of at the Civic Guard barracks 
at Smithborough, and a dispute as to 
their custody resulted in their being tcans- 
ferred from their Free State resting-place 
tothe parish priest’s house, which happens 
to be in Roslea, in Northern Ireland. 
Finally the drums were seized by the 
Northern Customs authorities. 

The matter came before the Circuit 
Judge at: Monaghan yesterday, and an 
undertaking was given that the drums 
would be brought back to the Free State, 
when a meeting of the band would be held 
to decide who should have custody of them 
in future.

Cromiechs. 


I have been interested vecently in some 
of the theories put forward to explain how 
a primitive people, with very rude 
mechanism at their disposal, could have 
erected the cromlechs scattered throughout 
Ireland, There are several of these struc- 
quite close to Dublin, the finest 
specimen being the one at Brennanstown, 
near Cabinteely, of which the covering 
stone is estimated to weigh about 4) tons. 
The largest cromlech in Ireland is situated 
about two miles from the town of Carlow, 
and has a covering stone, 100 fons in 
weight, and the question ig often asked 
how this great slab was manceuvred 
into position. A theory advanced by the 
King of Denmark to explain the construc- 
tion of dolmens, as Continental cromlechs 
are called, seems to be the most satis- 
factory. According to this explanation, 
when the uprights bad been placed in 
position, an inclined plane 6f earth was 
built up to them. This was covered with 
blocks of timber placed side by side, and 
the covering stone was hauled up the slope 
by the labour of many men, and with the 
assistance of levers and wedges. When 
the stone was in position the piled-up 
earth was removed. This theory is sup- 
ported by the fact that sculptured records 
on tombs in Egypt show that large masses 


of stone were moved by similar methods 'n |

An Unfinished Mansion. 


Ruins are never without a certain 
attraction for the romantic, and the 
Gigginstown ruins, which lie about half 
a mile from. Naas on the Newbridge road, 
invited inspection the other day as 1 went 
that way. I founi their history, indeed, 
interesting. 

They owe their existence to the Earl of 
Strafford, Lord Deputy of Ireland and 
staunch supporter of Charles I. Intend- 
ing to remain indefinitely in Ireland, 
Strafford decided to build for himself a 
residence, and, as he had already estab- 
lished friendship with the Dutch in con- 
nection with the founding of the Ulster 
linen trade, he imported bricks from 
Holland to Dublin. From Dublin it is 
said that they were handed from man to 
man down to Naas. 

With the Earls unexpected summons 
back to England and subsequent execution, 
the building operations were suspended 
and later abandoned. The intricately- 
designed cellar roofs, the unusually smal] 
bricks employed, and the massive dimen- 
sions of the upper windows are particu- 
larly interesting and worthy of notice. 


Tariffs. 


Few words are so much used in political 
coritroversy in Great Britain to-day as the 
word “ tariff.’’ The origin of the word 
recalls the fact that at one time “ tariffs’’ 
were in force only at one seaport in the 
world. It was at Tarifa, a Spanish sea-

The Language Question. 


Those who remember early efforts to 
translate the Latin authors will sympathise 
with the amusing results obtained when 
the continental endeavours to understand 
English.

ment. I am reminded of the notice in 
the lounge of a Swiss hotel, much fre- 
quented by mountaineers, which said in a 
severe manner: “' It is defended to circu- 
late in the corridors of this hotel in boots 
of the ascension.”’

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TARIFFS ON PRODUCE.

Sirn,—-As a practical farmer of over forty 
years’ experience, 1 have been interested in 
feading the various discussions and resolu- 
tions passed by meetings in the ‘‘ Garden of 
Ireland '” on the protection of grain crops, 
I agree with Mr. Hogan that every farmer 
should use his own corn as far as sage Fo 
It is cheaper and better feeding than im- 
ported foods, although, perhaps, a little 
slower. Any farmer growing corn on a large 
scale has, of course, a surplus for sale, and 
can find a ready market for such among the 
hunting and racing folk. Bear in mind that 
oats is by far the cheapest crop to grow, 
provided that you have your own machinery 
to deal with it. 

Where I] farm, in the West, we are not 
very extensive tillers. .We mostly grow what 
we require for our own use, and, if we are 
in-feeaers, we also purchase local oats to 
eke out our own supply. Last season, 
although the German oats came in, oats in 
}our local markets cost from 15s. to 19s. from 
December to the end of the season. That I 
consider a very high price indeed, and far 
too expensive for in-feeding. ‘I'he local 
| dealers run up the price, and, in fact, form 
a ring in many places, Our main crops here 
are oats, potatoes and roots; our land is 
mostly heavy mg Bow very hard to till in 
a wet season, 1 have grown both barley and 
wheat on my land. Barley was a failure; 
the land is too heavy. Wheat grows well, 
but, owing to our climate, is not fit for 
milling. 1 sent &a fine sample of wheat to a 
good local mill in this county. .The flour 
was only fit for making ropes, and all I got 
out of it was the pollard and bran. I then 
crushed the rest. Of Mand fed it to in-

ALLEGED POLLUTION: OF A 
” STREAM. 
. “ (BEPORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

. The. hearing of .the action brought by 
Charles ;O’Shaughnessy, a farmer, of Ballyna- 
cally, Ardagh, against the Ardagh Co-opera- 
tive Society was continued. The _ plaintiff 
claimed damages and an.injunction to re- 
strain the defendants from uting a stream 
on and adjoining his lend by discharging 
noxidus matter from their premises into. it.

| r. W.'J. Horne, ‘analyst and bacteriolo- 
gist, Limerick, gave evidence of having re- 
ceived samples of- water. from the Ardagh 
Creamery, which on analysis were shown to 
be free from creamery, contamination, and 
sétisfactory as far as cattle-drinking purposes 
were ,concerned, there being nothing of a 
dangerous or deleterious character in them. 
The effluent upon which he conducted an 
analysis contained nothing that would do 
harm to cattle. 

Mr. Bernard G. Fagan, Dublin City Analyst, 
stated that he paid four visits to the Ardagh 
Creamery and its environment, where he took 
samples of water, sewage, waste and effluent, 
and applied a test. at the actual spot where 
the cattle “drank. “Thei water there was well 
erated, having been above the condition in 
which it weielt be a nuisance or a danger. 
The water was paelthy d perfectly: clear. 

Mr. Justice Meredith remarked during the 
examination of this witness that the expert 
evidence up. to that, stage of the case. had been 
of. minim’ assistance to the ‘Court.’

Mec Ea opinion is that the stream 
Was in a perfectly normal. condition, accord- 
ing ‘to..the :standards of ‘the Royal Commis.

. In further ‘evidence, he expressed the opinion 
that creamery sewage was much more noxiaus 
tas domestic sewage, but it would ‘be difh- 
cult to gat indications of it in’ a. stream. 
The-witness, referring to a sample of water 
that was taken at the railway bridge, said 
that it was grossly. polluted and in a condi- 
tion to cause a nuisance, but the result of 
his examination of samples of water and 
effluent from thé other sources was perfectly 
satisfactory.

CASE ADJOURNED FOR INJURED 


WOMAN’S EVIDENCE. 

James afferty, a Wicklow Hills ‘bus 
driver, appeared or remand, charged with 
causing the death of Mr. George Johnstone, 
Rhodaville, Lower Mountpleasant avenue, 
by knocking him down near the Sandford 
Church, Sandford road, on the night of the 
25th inst. 

Sergeant 25 E said that, after ong | a 
crash, he: came upon the defendant’s ‘bus 
and a combination motor cycle near Sand- 
ford Church. Under the ’bus Jay a woman, 
who appeared to be badly injured. Her name 
was Betty James. Mr. Johnstone, who was 
an inspector in the employment of the Gas 
Company, lay on his back near. by, apparent! 
acid. One * the front mun acne ype the 
"bus was damaged. The brakes of the ‘bus 
‘were -all right, but the lamp on the right 
side of the bus was broken off. 

Joseph Barton, Enniskerry, conductor of 
the “bus, said that the “bus was travelling 
at -about fifteen miles per hour when the 
collision occurred. He saw the motor cycle 
about 150 yards away. As it came towards 
the bus at about twenty-five miles an hour 
‘it gradually pulled over to the wrong side 
of the road. When the cycle was about ten 

ards away the defendant jammed on the 

rakes, and the 'bus was almost at a stand- 
still when the motor cycle hit it. The impact 
turned the’ back of the 'bus out on the road- 
way. The lights. of the ‘bus were full on 
when the collision occurred. 

Denis Kennedy, Enniskerry, a passenger, 
told the Court that the “bus was on its 

roper side. When the motor cycle was near 
“á “felt the brakes “going and the “bus 
skidding.”’ 

Dr. Flannery, house surgeon, Royal City of 
Dublin Hospital, said that Johnstone died ‘as 
tha result, of cardiac and respiratory failure 
following ‘a fracture of the skull. 

Mr. Clarke (Chief State Solicitor’s office) 
said that the injured lady was still in hospi- 
tal, but he did not think that her evidence 
could throw much light-on the matter. 

Evidence’ was given that. Mr. Johnstone 
was somewhat shortsighted. 

Mr. Little said that. the only inference he 
could ‘draw from the evidence before him was 
that the motor cyclist crossed the roid. At 
the same time they must have the evidence 
of the injured lady} and he would adjourn 
the case for fourteen days for her attendance.

Dalkey.

O’Brien over the house she said that she was 
in financial difficulties, and that if he gave 
her £100 immediately he could have the house 
rent free for two and a half years. When 
possession of the house was demanded his 
time was not Up.

CIVIC GUARD ACQUITTED. 

(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) ae 
. William Ahearne, a member of the Civic 
Guard, was indicted on nine counts with 
having forged a public document purporting 
to be a street trader's certificate under the 
Street Traders Act, 1926, and converted to 
his own use the sum of 5s, paid for it in 


other cases, explained that in each police 
division two Guards were deputed to look 
after the issue of street traders’ certificates. 
The defendant was one of those Guards in 
the “G'' Division. 

THE SIGNATURE. 

Deputy Commissioner Coogan gave evidence 
that the signatures on the certificates pro- 
duced, which were in Gaelic, and purported 
to be his, were not written by him. 

Cross-examined by Mr. M. Comyn, K.C., 
the witness said that when the Street 
Traders Act came into operation there were 
¢everal. demonstrations by the street traders 
against it. 

The witness was shown genuine street 
traders’ certificates which were signed in 
Irish. There was, he said, some difference 
between the signatures on them, due. to the 
fact that a different. pen was used. 

The witness added that when the Act 
began to operate the Guards had considerable 
difficulty in enforcing it. because the people 
refused. to go to the stations to’: make appli- 
cation for certificates. As the Act stood 
it could be eatorced only hy ‘the Guards 
going out and collecting the money from the 
traders and by cajoling them to pay it. 

HANDWRITING EXPERT'S OPINION. 

Captain ‘J. Ouirke, a handwriting expert, 
referred to characteristics in the signature of 
Deputy Commissione: Coogan, with which, he 
said, he was familiar, and said that those 
characteristics were missing from the certifi- 
cates which were alleged to have. been forged.

CHAIRMAN’S OPINION. 

The Chairman said that his persona! 
opinion was that it would be unwise to pass 
the resolution. They all knew what the 
papers wete, and the people oulside were 
not fools. The Press was no friend of the 
Republican movement; therefore, it was only 
to be expected that they would be mis- 
represented and that lies would be told about 
them. His expertence of the working 
journalists was that they did their duty 
fairly, but they were not in control of the 
policy of the papers. 

The Rev. Father Kelly (Knock) said that 
he had it from people from the South. Pale 
that in Australia Irish independence. would 
have been extinguished, long ago, owing to 
quotations from the /rish Jndenendent, only 
for Archbishop Mannix.. They had come to 
that stage that they thought the Trish people 
were satisfied with the Treaty. “They had 
the /rish Times, a pro-British érgan, from 
which they expected nothing; but there was 
the Jrish Independent, wa masquerading, 
poisonous institution, trying to show people 
the world over that there was prosperity in 
this country, that the farmers, shon-keepers 
and industries were prosperous. Tiris had 
gone on long enough. He pronosed as an 
amendment that they allow the. Press repre- 
sentatives to remain, except the representa- 
tives of the /rish Independent. (Applause.)

The students receive religious 
instruction during four hours per week, on an 
average, throughout the College MA This 
instruction is distinct from 
attendance at public worship and College 
prayers every morning and eveuling, and, of 
course, voluntary religious organisations 
(Students? Christiaan Movement, etc.). [he 
religious instruction is concerned mainly 
with the best method of teaching religion in 
the schools, though much of the time is 
devoted to Bible teaching and instruction In 
Church formularies. I the latter subject 
special provision is made for the students 
who are not members of the Church of Ire- 
land to be instructed by their own catechisis. 
This emphasis upon the most efficient. was 
t» teach religion is not out of place, in view 
of the opportunity whiclr the students will 
have of dealing with the subject in their 
own scheols, and of the importance which 
is attached to methods oí teaching in modern 
education generally. 

This explanation of the government and 
of the curriculum at the Church of Ireland 
Training College is necessary in view of the 
remarks, as quoted in the Press. of 
the leading officials connected with Northern 
education. These remarks might have given 
rise to serious misunderstanding. 

Enough has been said to show that this 
Training College cannot be descrihed as a 
diocesan seminary. ‘nor’ can ‘its policy or 
turriculum be said te be doentinated hy 
ecclesiastics. ‘Whatever tay be the explana. 
tion of the withdrawal of the students for 
| North oí Ireland schools from this college. 
it cannot have been due ‘to: any fear of 
ecnlesiastical control, unless, indeed. there 
was complete ignoranod of the facts. For 
two years the teachers in training for Church 
of Treland schools throughout the country 
studied together at Kildare place. The pro- 
gramme, the lectures. and examinations were 
as approved by the education authorities 
of Northern Ireland and of the Trish Free 
State, respectively, for the studtnta con- 
cerned. Inspactors from hoth Ministries 
came to the college and had access to the 
students for whom they were responsibly. 
The system was brought to an end abruptly. 
The records of the enllece contain né refer- 
ence to anv friction hetween the education 
authorities .in Northern, Ireland .and. in the 
Irish, Free State, nor any, protest. against the 
arrangement from. either,.Goverament.

The Vote of Confidence. 


At yesterday’s meeting of the Conserva- 


tive Party in London a proposal to change 
the leadership was defeated by 462 votes 
to 116. Thus Mr, Stanley Baldwin has 
triumphed over the malcontents who have 
been pursuing a relentless campaign 
against him, and the big majority in his 
favour is a well-deserved rebuff for those 
whose -disruptive efforts have done grave 
harm to the Conservative cause. The 
meeting at the Caxton Hall was held in 
dramatic circumstances. It was attended 
by more than seven hundred peers, 
members of the House of Commons and 
former and future candidates. The pro- 


ceedings were opened by Mr. Baldwin,. 


who did not mince his words. He threw 
down a definite challenge to the 
obstreperous elements in the party, 
deploring the manner in which internal 
dissensions had uh red Conservatism 
throughout the United Kingdom, and 
declaring that, although he had been 
pressed to resign, he would not abandon 
the leadership until the party should 
require him to go. “If, after discus- 
sion,’ he concluded, “you think fit to 
tell me that you desire another leader, I 
walk out with no malice in my heart. I 
retire from politics.’’ Mr. Baldwin then 
left the meeting. The chair was taken by 
the Marquess of Salisbury, who is leader 
of the Conservatives in the House of 
Lords, and, after a lively discussion, the 
opposition group was able to muster only 
116 votes. i 

The vote on the question of leadership 
was. by secret ballot, but, when the result 
was announced, a unanimous resolution 


of confidence in the party executive was 


adopted. This development suggests that 
the minority may be prepared to fall into 
line with the majority, but so long as 
the names of the 116 ma‘contents are 
hidden we cannot gauge the solidarity of 
Mr. Baldwin’s following in the House: of 
Commons. The fact remains, however, 
that his opponents have been routed, and 
that to-day he has a clear mandate to 
pursue his policy of sane and unhurried 
Conservatism. From the beginning |the 
campaign against Mr. Baldwin has been 
a journalistic '“ stunt.” Two rich news- 
paper-owners formed an unholy alliance 
against their party’s leader, and have 
harried him daily with a malignity which 
has few parallels in British politics. 
Although they have failed in their main 
object, they have managed to cause a 
party split; and its gravity has been 
illustrated by the fantastic contest for the 
parliamentary seat in South Paddington, 
where yesterday no fewer than three candi- 
dates shared the Conservative vote. The 
nominal issue at Paddington has been 
Empire free trade—a policy that has been 
damned heartily by all the Dominions— 
but the veal issue has been the personality 
of Mr. Baldwin. While the Conservatives 
have been wrangling in the most un- 
seemly manner, the Labour Party, wnich 
never had any standing in the con- 
stituency, has improved its position, and 
the announcement of a Socialist “ victory ”’ 
to-day would surprise nobody. 

We may hope that yesterday’s proceed- 
ings at the Caxton Hall will mark the 
end of an ugly chapter in the history of 
British Conservatism. As a leader Mr. 
Baldwin has serious faults, but he is 
infinitely better than any of the men who 
have been trying to supplant him. At 
present he is the only possible leader of 
the. Conservative Party, and all who are 
anxious to avert the calamity of 
‘‘ Socialism in our time ’’ must rally to 
his side, There never was greater need 
for a closing of the rank”. The Socialist 
Government, by means of a bargain with 
Mr. Lloyd George, hopes to be able to 
prolong its tenure of office for another two 
years. ‘Next April Mr. Philip Snowden, 
whose fiscal fanaticism threatens to wreck 
the Imperial Conference, will introduce 
an almost purely Socialist Budget, and 
the terms of the King’s Speech indicate 
clearly that the Government will strain 
every nerve to pass a number of Socialist 
measures. In such circumstances any 
breach in the Conservative ranks would 
be suicidal. Mr. Baldwin has outlined an 
attractive and, at the same time, a states- 
manlike policy for the next general 
election, when a Conservative victory may 
be a matter of life or death for the British 
Empire. The aim of all Conservatives, 
therefore, ought to be the abolition of 
strife and the offer of a united front to the 
forces of chaos. British Conservatism is 
on its trial.. The events of recent months 
have robbed it of much prestige among 
the people. Now it has a chance to re- 
habilitate itself under the leadership of 
one who, whatever may be his short- 
comings, represents the best type of 
English gentleman.

Such 
‘a sum—as a supplementary estimate—is 
an important item in a State whose 
Budget amounts to very few millions, and 
it mirrors the depressed condition of the 
Six Counties’ trade. It is possible to 
draw comparisons, unflattering to Ulster, 
with the smaller number of unemployed 
persons in the Free State; but the 
conditions of the two places are entirely 
different. The Free State’s staple of 
commerce is her agricultural produce, the 
demand for which cannot be banished by 
the worst world crisis, and her industrial 
output is negligible in comparison. Ulster, 
it is true, has a large agricultural output, 
but a great proportion of her prosperity 
is based on her manufacturing industries, 
which have’ suffered, partly, no doubt, 
through a certain measure of mismanage- 
ment, but mainly as a result of the 
universal depression. When better times 
come for industry, Northern Ireland will 
regain her former status as a 
manufacturing centre, and she will have 
learned how to make provision against 
misfortune. In the meanwhile, she must 
endure the burden of unemployment 
insurance—even an increased burden— 
unless a parent Government of more 
enlightened understanding finds a cheaper 
and less degrading solution of the 
unemployment difficulty, and thus provides 
her with a wiser original for “ step by 
step ’’ legislation. 
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New Photography. 


Speaking on the subject of ‘‘ A hundred 
years of photography ' at the Portland 
Hall, Dr. Walter Clark, a director of 
research laboratories in the firm of Messrs. 
Kodak, Ltd., referred to the vast strides 
that have been made during that time 
in the science of photography. Only two 
generations ago a photograph was a bald, 
unconvincing horror that purported rather 
unkindly to be a “ likeness.” Every 
** sitting ” was ordered after conventional 
fashion, and our grandparents sat grimly on 
a seat, placed adjacent to a table on which 
the elbow was supported, while one hand, 
thus fortified, upheld a chin, which, to 
some extent, was mercifully obscured by 
the knuckles. This habit, with minor 
alterations, still persists in some places, 
notably at Eton, where no new boy 
considers himself an Etonian until he has 
sat astride a chair with his arms on the 
back and has looked with a misplaced, but 
heroic, resolution into the lens of a 
camera. Generally, however, photography 
has become an art, and is menacing 
seriously the livelihood of portrait- 
painters. In the crises of life a ‘‘ cabinet 
portrait ' mar be a definitely, if improb- 
ably, encouraging affair, calculated to 
remove all sorts of inferiority complexes. In 
sterner spheres photography has achieved 
almost miraculous results. During the 
War its services from aeroplanes were in- 
valuable, and now, as Dr. Clark pointed 


out, it is possible to photograph eyen. a | 
1 bullet in flight. 


To the camera the mass 
of the population owes its principal 
entertainment, the ‘‘ pictures.’’ Colour 
photography now is becoming a common- 
place in many films, and, when the 
““stereo ” has been perfected; the illusion 
of the screen will be complete. Indeed, 
the success may be too overwhelming ; for 


it ig possible that future generations will 


never see an actor, pianist or orchestra in 


the flesh. 


Orders of Merit. 


At heart all nice people are childish, 
and anything that suggésts classification 
of persons or things in order of 
merit is a never-failing source of 
excited controversy and entertainment. 
Now Mr. Hugh Walpole has fallen a 
victim to this lure. He has stated 
that only six of the world’s books— 
“War and Peace,” the “Iliad,” ‘‘ Pride 
and Prejudice,’’ the first volume of 
Keats’s poetry, ‘‘ Arabia Deserta’’ and 
the ‘‘Canterbury Tales’’—may be called 
literature. Although the temptation is 
very strong, we shall not counter-attack 
with tur own fancies, not because we 
consider the game beneath our dignity, 
but because we realise that all such argu- 
ment is fruitless. We cannot resist, how- 
ever—so strong is the universa] impulse— 
an expression of surprise that Mr. 
Walpole. has limited the works which may 
be known as literature to six. Surely this 
narrow outlook betrays a deplorable want 
of vision. Mr. Walpole’s selection, of 
course, so far as it goes, is very worthy; 
but he seems to us to ignore the fact that 
many a book which he would despise can 
say more to the world’s humble folk than 
all his six massed together. There are 
fields which the six have left uncovered, 
and the best books that fill these various 
gaps become literature by reason of this 
fact alone. We have no doubt that many 
people will supply answers to Mr. 
Walpole.

The enthusiastic welcome given to Mr. 
Baldwin when he entered the Caxton Hall 
this morning had its counterpart later on 
in the hissing and booing with which Lord 
Beaverbrook was greeted when he took the 
platform. It may be taken for granted 
that the reception of both was due to the 
resentment felt by many present at Tues- 
day night’s plot to discredit Mr. Baldwin. 
The story of the plot still was being told 
to-day, and it appears that no fewer than 
seven members alleged to have signed the 
declaration—which, as it is now accepted, 
never was put to the meeting—have 
dissociated themselves from it definitely. 
It is still a mystery how the story came to 
be circulated with so much detail and 
assurance. I was told after this morning’s 
meeting that the best speech was that of 
Lord Hailsham, which had a very great 
effect on both sides. he hope was ex- 
pressed in several quarters to-day that the 
attacks on Mr. Baldwin may cease, but of 
this I fear there is little possibility. The 
evening papers to-night contain evidence 
to the contrary. 


Unemployment. 


The Government’s proposal to appoint 
a Royal Commission to investigate the posi- 
tion in regard to the Unemployment Insur- 
ance Act and to the abuses which often are 
recorded does not appeal to the Conserva- 
tives or the Liberals. The idea is that it 
is án intentional evasion of a wish ex- 
pressed by a majority in the House of 
Commons for a direct inquiry. It is 
‘related that at the very first meeting of the 
three-party committee a suggestion was 
made by the Government representatives 
that the whole matter should be referred 
to a Royal Commission, and an appeal was 
made to the other parties to bless the idea, 
on the ground that the findings of such a 
body would be more effective than the 
report of a committee. Both the Conserva- 
tives and Liberals were oppused strongly 
to the suggestion, and after a géneral dis- 
cussion the meeting was adjourned. It is 
now clear, however, that the Government 


had made up its mind to take a certain 


course at the beginning—a course which 
could not commend itself to the House of 
Commons, 


Railwaymens’ Wages. 


_ The railway companies’ despatch of an 
invitation to the railway trade unions 
to meet their representatives after the 
Ea wages agreement expires was 
ailed with much satisfaction in indus- 
trial circles to-day; for there was a 
general fear that trouble might not be 
averted. unless some conciliatory steps 
were adopted. The railway companies. 
have been hit so heavily by the fierce com- 
petition of the motor coaches and by the 
depression in trade that wage cuts and 
other economies certainly must be made, 
and at the same time it is supposed that 
the railway unions recognise the absolute 
necessity of such steps, and will not prove 
altogether unreasonable in the discussions 
which must take place. A reduction jn 
wages all round will be resisted as long 
as possible, more particularly in the case 
of present employés, but a rearrangement 
of terms for new workers may be can- 
sidered. Immediate economy is the one 
ms need of the companies, but they 
ave held strict]y to their agreement with 
the unions. [It is expected that the meet- 
Ing will take place at the Midland Grand 
Hotel, St. Pancras, on November 13th— 
the day after the present agreement 
expires.

OFFICIAL REPORT. 


WHAT MR. BALDWIN SAID. 

The following report was issued by the 
Conservative Central Office last night :— 

“The specially convened meeting of 
Conservative peers, members of Parlia- 
ment and candidates was held this 
morning at Caxton Hall to hear a state- 
ment by Mr. Stanley Baldwin, the leader 
of the party, on the policy of “he party.

PROFESSOR BAIRSTIW. 

The only witness during the day’s pro- 
ceedings was Professor Bairstow, Chair- 
man of the Airworthiness of Airships 
Panel of the Aeronautical Research Com- 
mittee. During his evidence Sir John 
Simon expressed the view that there was 
no necessity for too much elaboration in 
his evidence as to the construction of the 
airship. 

“ Do I not put it correctly,’’ asked Sir 
John, ‘‘when I say that the evidence 
which you are able to call and the in- 
formation you are able to give all go to 
show that the airship did not break in 
the air?” 

The Solicitor-General—I agree. We need 
not spend too long upon the structure of 
the airship. 

THE MODEL OF R 101. 

Professor Bairstow, explaining the 
model of 1.101, said that it was the first 
time that this particular method of con- 
trolling the elevators had been used in an 
airship. The starboard and port elevators 
were connected by a strong cable, so that 
the two must move together. 

The broken cable was produced, and Sir 
John Simon suggested, ‘‘supposing the 
cable parted at this point, the eievators 
could not be put up.” 

Professor Bairstow—The elevators would 
come down to neutral. 

LIEUTENANT IRWIN’S REPORT. 

Earlier in the proceedings a report from 
Flight-Lieutenant Irwin, the captain of 
the ship, to Major Scott was submitted. 

Sir Stafford Cripps said that the Captain 
noted that the outer cover was flapping 
considerably more than at previous trials. 
He said in another passage that loss of gas 
would not have accounted for the heaviness 
of the ship in flight. 

“You will hear,” added Sir Stafford, 
“from persons on the trial flights that 
upon the return from Hendon pageant con- 
siderable heaviness was experienced, and a 
lot of ballast had to be let go, due to the 
leakage in gas bags.” 

Sir John Simon — Flight-Lieutenant 
Irwin says that during those three flights 
on three successive days it was noticeable 
that the ship was heavy on the flights, on 
the Friday and Saturday—so heavy that 
the loss of gas would not have accounted 


for it. 
TO-DAY’S EVIDENCE. 

The Court adjourned until to-day, when 
Professor Bairstow will complete his 
evidence, and will be followed by Squadron 
Leader Booth, Commander of R 100, who 
will describe the internal arrangements of 
R100. The English survivors will also be 
called to give evidence to-day. 

The olicitor-General stated that 
arrangements had been made to call the 
French witness next Monday.

ALBERT MEDAL FOR ENGINEER. 

The Air Ministry announces that the 
King has awarded the Albert Medal to 
Mr. Henry James Leach, A.F.M., foreman 
engineer, in recognition of his gallantry 
when the airshi 101 was wrecked. 

The Albert Medal has been awarded to 
Mr. Leach for his gallantry in re-entering 
the burning wreckage, undeterred by his 
own experiences in escaping, and rescuing 
a companion, He was burnt in effecting 
the rescue. 

Mr. Disley has been granted his medal 
in recognition of the fact that, after 
escaping from the blazing wreck and sus- 
taining serious burns in the process, he 
insisted before being treated on telephon- 
ing the first details of the disaster from 
Beauvais to the Air Ministry.

REMARKABLE ESCAPES. 
There were many remarkable escapes. 


Sacrament at Ancona partially collapsed 
without hurting anyone, and at the 
moment when the marble facade of the 
medisval Provincial Palace fell forward 
into the street there were no passers-by. 
Other public buildings which have .with- 
stood centuries of earthquakes, and which 
have now received damage of one kind or 
another, include the Palazzo del Commune, 
built in the thirteenth century; the Law 
Courts, and the Governor’s Palace, besides 
many churches. 

The quays of the port are split along 
the whole. length, and an American 
steamer which was anchored in the har- 
bour sustained damage through being 
thrown against the quayside. 

‘The first shock was exceedingly violent, 
and there were three major shocks within 
the first twenty minutes, followed by 
several minor ones. 


RELIEF TRAINS. 

Measures were immediately taken to 
aid the more stricken region to the north, 
a relief train being sent up to Senigallia 
with medical supplies and provisions, 

A striking example of “business as 
usual *’ was given by the local newspaper, 
the Corriere Adriatico, which, in spite of 
the fact that its linotype room was out of 
action, published an edition. 

There are still some outlying farms of 
which news is lacking, though reports 


4 have been obtained regarding most of the 


country districts, telegraph and telephone 
communication having been very generally 
re-established in the stricken area. 

Aeroplanes’ have been circling over the 
entire zone during the day im order to 
report on the damage. : 


TROOPS GUARD VILLAGES. 

Signor Mussolini is being kept hourly 
informed, and is personally giving the 
instructions for relief measures. 

Ail the villages are being guarded by 
troops to-night in.case.of any, emergency. 

The total number of injured in the 
Province of Pesaro is given as thirty- 
three. The official figures are, however, 
likely to increase, as it is believed that 
both dead and injured are still lying 
under the débris. The Prefect of the 
Province of Pesaro made a personal 
investigation of the outlying districts from 
an aeroplane.

The following message from the King 
was read :— 

‘It is gratifying to me to know that my 
son is with you on such an auspicious 
occasion, when the presence of dis- 
tinguished visitors from my Dominions 
and India is proof that the Empire 1s 
united in its devotion to the cause of 
peace. 

“May the efforts of the Union, in co- 
operation with similar bodies in other 
countries, succeed in securing that 
whole-hearted support of public 
opinion, so vital to the ultimate success 
of the League itself. |

Messages were also received from the 
Prime Minister and Sir Eric Drummond, 
Secretary-General of the League oi 
Nations.

WHAT THE UNION CAN DO. 

ine Prince of Wales said :—It gives me 
great pleasure to be p-esent at this cele- 
bration of our common faith in two great 
institutions—the British Commonwealth 
and the League of Nations. We meet 
at a particularly fitting moment, when the 
near approach of Armistice Day recalls 
that awful period, still so vivid to almost 
all of us who are present this evening, 
when the Britis Empire demon- 
strated to the world two . outstand- 
ing - facts—firstly, its own 
solidarity as the greatest brotherhood the 
world has ever known, and, secondly, its 
readiness to help in the building of a 
similar brotherhood among all nations 
These facts must increase both in reality 
and in importance. They are inter- 
dépendent, and they both find expression 
through the united policy of the British 
Empire in membership of the League of 
Nations. 

I am well aware that there are still. in 
all countries, some people who profess te 
have no belief in the efficacy of the 
League of Nations to prevent another 
devastating world war. I would ask those 
people to think a little deeper, to reflect. 
first, that the way to prevent war is not 
by some sudden and violent action at the 
eleventh hour, but by the gradual ‘and 
steady formation of habits of interna- 
tional co-operation and mutual trust, and, 
secondly, to ask themselves, if they mis- 
trust the League, what possible alterna 
tive they have to offer for establishing 
peace and rebuilding world prosperity? 

DUTY OF CO-OPERATION. 

To-night’s gathering is in itself one of 
the most convincing proofs that could be 
given of the possibility of international 
co-operation on a very extensive basis. 
Here is represented one-fourth of the 
entire human race, comprising men of 
different races, languages and conditions, 
but united under the Crown by a common 
tradition of loyalty. They enjoy complete 
civil and political liberty, they maintain 
their separate nationalities and pursue 
their own methods of development. They 
nd the stage at which 1t 
is the duty of a nation vehemently to 
assert its ‘independence. That is now 
accepted as a matter of course, and there 
remains the higher and. greater duty of 
co-operation for the good of the whole. 

They have solved the problem of dis- 
armament among themselves; for the 
question of making war against one 
another has been relegated to the scrap 
heap. Differences are settled, not by 
resort to arms, not even by formal 
arbitration, but by friendly meetings and 
conversations round a table. Canada, we 
are all proud to remember, has set an 
especially great example. Her whole vast 
frontier facing the United States is devoid 
of armed force. 

Surely civilisation has by now reached 
a point at which we can believe that these 
facts have some.meaning. If one-fourth 
of the human race can thus prove the 
practicability of a true league of 
united, bus independent, nations, is it 
metewiidedalism to hop that the

| THE SECRET OF UNITY. 
_ What is the real secret of the unity of 
| the British Commonwealth? It is surely 
hto be’found, first, in the full respect of 
All members for one another’s freedom, 
and, secondly, in a common will to under- 
stand one another, to co-operate with one 
another, and to observe faithfully all 
mutual obligations. 

The natio-is of the League have had, of 
course, a much harder problem to face. 
Unlike us, they have had among them 
differences of language, conflicts oí 
, history, old enmities and mistrusts to 

overcome, It is here that the work of 
the voluntary societies, like our own 
i: League of Nations Union, has proved 
indispensable. Without their work it 
would have scarcely been possible to bring 
about, in nation after nation, the neces- 
sary change in the national outlook. It 
was recognised by the statesmen who 
formed the Covenant of the League that 
to found a mere League of Governments 
would be to court the failure that has 


| often attended the efforts after permanent 


peace in the past. A treaty like the 
Covenant implied a change, not merely in 
official action, but in national habits of 
thought. It was a treaty which must be 
understood and accepted by the peoples 
themselves. The ples must be parties 
to the treaty. Public opinion must be the 
very foundation of the world league if the 
structure is to have a prospect of per- 
manence. 
THE EDUCATIONAL FACTOR. 

Our own society, the League of Nations 
Union, is, I believe, the largest and 
strongest of all the voluntary socicties. 
Largely through its efforts similar 
‘societies have been set on foot in 
all the principal nations that are members 
of the League, and, more important still, 
teaching of the League Covenant and of 
the principles of international co- 
operation through the League is now being 
given in the State schools of practically 
all the nations, 

In education, we are often told, lies the 
key to the future. But we adults need 
it perhaps as much as c’ildren do. The 
causes war are manifold, and the edu- 
cation which would build up the spirit 
of .eace in nation after nation must ex- 
plore many avenues of human activity and 

ht. The numerous sections of the 
League of Nations Unions’ organisation 


| show that the need has been felt of carry- 


ing out this educational work in a 
methodical] and business-like manner. Such 
work calls for the support of every right-

A TRIUMPH AND ITS 
LESSONS.

The Times to-day says:—By 462 votes 
to 116, a gathering fully representative of 
the Unionist Party—members, candidates 
and Peers—has confirmed Mr. Bua <i, 
the leadership. -Mr. . Baldwin htly. 
accepts a majority amounting to iour- 
fifths of the total votes as giving him the 
authority he required. A majority, great 
or small, was, of course, expected. So 
largo a majority, in all the cireumstances 
of the case, was probably rather beyond 
than behind the common anticipation. 
At any time within the last two years, at 
least, it might have been supposed that a 
meeting so constituted—including candi- 
dates who have yet to be. responsible to 
constituencies, and Peers who have not— 
would have shown as considerable a per- 
centage antagonistic to Mr. Baldwin’s 
version of Conservatism, and to Mr. 
Baldwin himself. 

With all the encouragement that this 
view has had, stimulated by every device 
known to propagandist journalism, its 
showing veolantal was far less formidable 
than it might otherwise seem. Some pro- 

rtion of those who are not of the ‘‘ die- 

ard ” persuasion have also been among 

Mr. Baldwin’s critics of late, but yester- 
day’s vote shows. that Fleet street, what- 
ever it may have done to increase their 
discomfort, has failed’ to supply them 
with any convincing suggestion of an 
alternative leader. In obedience to 
common-sense, and to all the instincts 
of political survival, they have decided 
that their place is with the main body, 
under a leader whom it is easier to 
criticise than to supersede. 

The ballot which has thus put new 
power into Mr. Baldwin’s hands. was 
secret. The secrecy was a concession to 
the malcontents. In the event, it has 
turned against them. It adds force to the 
figures; but whether the particular form 
of ballot adopted—namely, a -vote for or 
against Mr. Baldwin—was really the most 
useful of methods may well be open to 
doubt. A far better test would have been 
a vote upon Mr. Baldwin and upon the 
competitors most likely, in the opinion of 
their proposers, to fill his shoes with suc- 
cess. 
displayed the real penury of the. case 
against him in unanswerable fashion. 

Among several good reasons why Mr. 
Baldwin continues as leader is the truth 
that there is no one at present whom the 
party and the country would prefer to see 
in his place. 

THE BUSINESS IN HAND. 

The affairs of the party have now been 
struightened out, It would be too much 
to suppose that members will cease to 
hear insidious piping inside their ranks 
or the commanding bray of trumpets from 
without. But at least they have given a 
substantial vote in favour of their leader, 
and a still more substantial vote—to 
which, indeed, there was only one 
solitary dissentient—in favour of their 
policy, and their business now is to range 
themselves henceforth loyally behind 
both 

The public interest, which may induce 
Conservatives to lay firm hold of yester- 
day’s gains, is obviously supported by con- 
siderations of a different order, adds The 
Times. They will be told, no doubt, that 
yesterday’s meeting settled nothing. It 
was certainly negative in the sense that 
it had nothing to add to policy, and that 
it rejected an invitation to make an un- 
specified change in the leadership. But it 
settled all that there was to setile, and it 
settled something specific when it refused, 
with emphasis, to unsettle everything. The 
future of the party, the force of uts 
appeal, the fortunes of its candidates, ari 
depend now upon the logic and vigour 
with which their resolution is given 
effect. They need expect no intermission 
of the persevering and devious campaign 
to add fantastic embellishments to their 
policy, or to damage their leader in the 
interests of a successor who cannot—with- 
out the invitation of ridichle—even be 
named. But the Conservative Party, 
which concluded its meeting yesterday hy 
taking unanimously the solemn decision. 
which it was asked to take, would become 
ludricrous in the public eye if its dis- 
cipline should now prove unable to stifle 
some i.

and two of the company’s employés were 
killed, and two other passengers and the 
pilot were injured.”

“The cause of the mishap,’’ says the 
statement, “ is at present unknown, but 
consulting engineers and officials of the 
company have left for the scene of the 
accident.”’ 

Bolsover and Tomkins were employed 
by Messrs. A. V. Roe and Company, Ltd., 
aeroplane manufacturers, of Newton 
Heath, Manchester. 

The City of Washington was a twin- 
engined Handley Page machine. It had 
accommodation for fourteen passengers in 
addition to a pilot and a mechanic, Only 
four passengers were on board when the 
machine left Paris yesterday on its 
supplementary service. 

[Norg.— With reference to the statement 
of witnesses of the accident that one of 
the engines of the City of Washington 
appeared to have cut out, Reuter was 
informed by Imperial Airways that the 
ill-fated liner was af a type which has 
been in use for seven years without 
encountering accident. If one of the 
engines cut out the machine’ would be 
perfectly capable of planing down safely, 
provided visibility. was clear and no 
obstruction—such as a hill suddenly 
looming out of fog—was encountered.

FORCED LANDING DUE TO 
ENGINE TROUBLE. 
From Revttr’s CORRESPONDENT. 
BOULOGNE, Phursday. 

Three people are dead and three injured 
as the result of the crashing of an Im- 
perial Airways relief liner, the City of 
Washington, on a hill near Neuichatel 
(between here and LEtaples) just after 
midday to-day. 

The ’plane left Paris, for Croydon ab,, 
10.48 this morning, and apparently all 
went well until it was nearing the French 
coast, when one of the twin engines is 
believed to have gone out of action. With 
only one engine running the pilot 
struggled on in the hope of finding a suit- 
able spot to land. Unfortunately, he en- 
countered fog. 


STRUCK HILLSIDE. 


According to eye-witnesses. the machine 
was about a hundred feet up when it was 
caught by a gust of wind and crashed on 
a hillside. With the exception of the 
fuselage the liner was _ completely 
destroyed, but fortunately it did not catch 
fire. 

Labourers who had seen the machine in 
difficulties. and police were quickly on 
the scene and worked frenziedly to ex- 
tricate the occupants. Mr. Mason, an 
employé of Imperial Airways, and Mr. 
Street, an American passenger, were 
already dead when taken from the 
wreckage. Mr. James, another employé, 
wes picked up terribly injured and died 
whilst being put in the ambulance. 

Only two others were actually on the 
scene of the disaster when the rescue 
parties arrived. They were the pilot, who 
Was injured in the head, and Mr. 
Bolsover, a passenger, who had sustained 
general injuries. : 

It was only later that the sixth occu- 
pant of the ‘plane, a passenger named 
Tompkins, was found lying with a badly 
injured leg on the roadside. Despite his 
terrible injury—his leg had to be ampu- 
tated when he arrived in hospital—he had 
dragged himself away from the wreckage 
and went to search for help, but collapsed 
from exhaustion on the way. 

A smashed watch found in the wreckage 
had stopped at 12.30. 


SURVIVOR’S STATEMENT. 


The injured were rushed to hospital at 
Neufchatel, where they are receiving every 
attention. 

M, Liger, the special Police Commissary 
here, has taken charge of the enquiry, but 
he does not intend to interview the sur- 
vivors until to-morrow.

Our relations across the Irish Sea were takin 
orgapised steps to improve their live stoc 
whilst we had simply stood aside and looked 
on, talking about free trade and protection.

BELFAST CONDUCTOR’S VISIT 
TO DUBLIN. 


The Dublin Broadcasting Station last night 
gave the second of its symphony concerts 
the season. On this 
Symphony Orchestra was. conducted by Mr. 
(;odirey Brown, the musical director of the 
Belfast Broadcasting Station and conductor 
of the Belfast Philharmonic Society. In 
coming to Dublin for this purpose Mr. 
Brown was returning the visit paid by Mr, 
Vincent O’Brien to Belfast Jast season to 
conduct the Station Orchestra there. 

In a well-chosen programme, presenting. a 
wide variety of orchestral music, the most 
important work was the Symphony in D 
minor by Cesar Franck. This symphony 
seems to be well on its way to becoming as 
popular with the new generation of musical 
people as Beethoven’s Fifth Symphony 
always was with their elders. Mr. Brown 
secured an impressive. interpretation, the 
Dublin players showing ready appreciation of 
his ideas. 

Some of the music included in Mr. Brown’s 
programme had not been plaved in Dublin 
previously. Specially interesting in this 
respect were Elgar’s re-orchestration of an 
instrumental piece by Handel, now known 
as Overture in D minor, and an orchestral 
rhapsody, ‘‘ A Shropshire Lad,” written bv 
a promising English composer, George 
Butterworth, who was killed in the Great 
War. The '“ Danzas Fantasticos ” of Turina 
and a ‘*‘ Valse de Concert ” of Glazounoy 
were other attractive works in which Mr. 
Brown got brilliant effects from the 
orchestra. 

A pleasant compliment to a Dublin musician 
was Mr. Brown’s inclusion of ' The 
Shepherd’s Dream,” a movement from that 
delightful ballet suite, “The Faun,’’ by 
Dermot MacMurrough (Haroid White). Pre- 
viously, I think, this music of Mr. White's 
has been heard only in association with the 
ballet performances at the Abbey Theatre. 

Mr. Arnold Trowell, who -frequently . per- 
forms at the Belfast Broadcasting Station, 
accompanied Mr. Brown ‘to Dublin as ‘cello 
soloist, and gave a brilliant performance with: 
the orchestra of Boellmann’s ' ‘Variations 
Symphomiques.’’ Miss Margaret Dempsey. was 
the, vocalists She sang delightfully in two 
Mozart numbers, “ Dehvieni’’ and “ Yoi che 
sapete, - and other songs.

LORD. BEAVERBROOK. 
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DISSATISFIED WITH POLICY 

After speeches by Lord Mildmay, Major 
Colville and Colonel Headlam in support 
of Mr. Baldwin, and from Lord Lyming- 
ton and Mr. Marjoribanks in favour of 
Colonel Gretton’s resolution, the official 
statement continued, the suggestion was 
made that Lord Beaverbrook should be 
invite to address the meeting. He came 
to the platform amidst some cries cf 
dissent. 

Lord Beaverbrook said that he was not 
concerned to defend the Press in that 
assembly at this time. He could -do so 
and could make.-considerable criticism 
against the leadership of the Conservative 
Party and the attitude of the leadership 
to the newspapers.

The general verdict at Westminster on the 
proceedings at yesterday 's meeting of the Con- 
servative Party is that Mr. Baldwin has won 
the day, and that his victory is much greater 
than appears on the surface.

“Whether or not this last 
budy has recommended the application of the 
quota system to butter, eggs, cheese, bacon 
and poultry, or to a” one of them I cannot 
at the moment say, but it appears that, there 
are many difficulties in the way. 

To begin with, Britain signed the so-called 
Tariff Truce at Geneva, which stops her from 
the placing of any further ‘restrictions on 
imports until next October. Whatever the 
Graham Committee may recommend, thete- 
fore, there seems to be no hope of a quota 
for Irish produce within the next twelve 
months, at any rate; unless Mr. Macdonald's 
Government should take the unprecedented 
step of denouncing the Tariff Truce. 


MOST-FAVOURED NATION, 

Then there is the question of Denmark. 
Britain has a treaty with the Danes which 
assures them most-favoured nation treatment 
in respect of théeir agricultural produce. That 
means that Britain has undertaken to give 
no other country, not. even one of her own 
Dominions, preference in the British market ; 
here is ates snag. Í understand that an 
analogous case arose in Germany recently. 
The German Government made a bar- 
gain with Finland in respect of some 
goods concerning which it already 
had promised Holland most- favoured 
nation treatment. The Dutch Government 
promptly entered a vigorous protest, where- 
upon the Germans were compelled to call the 
Finnish deal off. These are two instances of 
obstacles against the. adoption of a quota 
system which have no bearing on the in- 
trinsic merits of the fiscal case 

Of course, the question may not arige, be- 
cause there may be no quota of any kind; 
but if it should arise, there will be trouble 
with the Danes. They would not mind a 
tariff very. much. Already Germany has 
raised a tariff against their butter of fifty 
gold marks-—-two pounds ten shillings—vper 
centner, which is almost a hundredweight, 
and, while it undoubtedly has inconvenienced 
their exporters considerably, it has not pre- 
vented the sale of Danish butter in Germany. 
A quota would be an entirely different matter, 
hecause however much the producers might 
reduce their prices, their sales in the British 
market would be limited strictly to their 
quota percentage. For that reason Denmark 
is: taking an unusually keen interest in the 
present Conference. 

The Graham Committee knows now pretty 
well where it stands in relation to the quota 
san aoí ag it affects wheat, fruit, fish, 
utter, bacon, eggs, cheese and poultry, and 
this afternoon it.spent some time in the con. 
sideration of ‘‘certain aspects of its general 
report to the heads of delegations.”’ 

It. will meet again to-morrow, when it hopes 
to make substantial progress. 


WHAT ABOUT BEEF? 


Strangely enough, no mention has been 
made by the Graham Committee of beef o1 
mutton, although one would imagine that 
some of the Dominions would have been ex- 
ceedingly anxious to secure quotas for these 
commodities. 

The value of a butter quota to the Free 
State becomes manifest in the light 
of figures that have just been issued 
When 
home produce is taken into considera- 
tion, Britain’s butter supplies are derived 
in virtually equal proportions from imperial 
and foreign sources. ~New Zealand supplies 
twenty per cent., Australia twelve per cent., 
and the Irish Free State only nine per cent. of 
Britain’s total butter consumption. Denmark’s 
share is more than that of all three Dominions 
put together. These figures provide a saci 
commentary on the Irish butter trade. With 
all our advantages we supply less than one- 
tenth of Britain’s demand for butter. Suppose 
that we should obtain a quota of twenty per 
cent., or even of fifteen? From the economic 
point of view, of course, the Free State's 
share of the British market ought to he at 
least fifty per cent,, but we must creep before 
we can walk. Quota or no quota, however, 
rine per cent. is a scandalously low ratio, 
How can New Zealand sell more than twice 
as much butter as the Free State? As our 
old friend Jeff would say, ‘‘ Answer me that.’’ 


THE SANKEY COMMITTEE. 

To return to the Imperial Conference, the 
Sankey Commitiee held its tenth full meeting 
to-day, and it, too, had a busy time. ‘‘ The 
Committee had before it certain aspects of the 
report prepared by the Drafting Committee,”’ 
and took a preliminary run through this 
document. i am informed that the report of 
the Drafting Committee, which,is not by any 
means complete, is a most formidable piece 
of work, running into a large number of 
pages. 

The Sankey Committee had hoped to be 
able to send it up to the heads of delegations 
to-morrow in its final form, but when the 
delegates came to examine it to-day they 
found that they could not possibly get through 
it in time. They decided, therefore, to send 
up the report to the heads of delegations 
tu-morrow ‘‘for their information,”’ with a 
plea that they be given more time to consider 
ib thoreuchly. ‘This report, so far as it goes, 
deals with the report of the Conference on 
the operation of Deminion legislation and 
merchant shipping, the problem of Governors 
General, Mationality, and channels _ of 
communication between Dominions and 
Foreign Powers. It will be noticed that the 
Drafting Committee has not yet tackled. its 
report on the problem of Privy Council 
appeals, probably the most important matter 
on the Sankey Committee s agenda, to which, 
Name only twenty minutes have been

Several other matters also have been 
omittec, and the Drafting Committee wil! 
have to present at least one other report 
before it finishes its work. The slsttiod of 
procedure in regard to the presentation cf 
tl: Sankey Committee’s final report has not 
vet been determined.

“af PREMIUMS AND SCHOLARSHIPS. 

Last year seven premiums were awarded to 
students, and the Institution had a number 
of scholarships available for students, rang- 
ing from £25-to £250 in annual value. There 
were only 110 members resident in the Free 
State, and only 60 in Northern Ireland. It 
had been suggested to employers that the 
passing of the: naling examination for as- 
sociate membership should entitle young men 
so qualified to a definite addition of £20 per 
Snnum to their salary rating. 

The organisation and work of a large elec- 
tricity undertaking to-day was very ifferent 
from what it was twenty years ago, and 
competition was so keen that only the highest 
technique could hope to emerge with success. 
The electricity supply engineer nowadays had 
a great responsibility thrust upon him. He 
was responsible for the regular ‘‘ tick-tack 
of mbdern life, at least in the big cities and 
towns. The factors which influenced the cost 
of electricity to-day were mainly the cost per 
kilowatt of the undertaking; obsolescence 
of plant, efficiency of plant, and load factor. 
According to the -estimates of the British 
Electricity Commissioners, there would be 
within the next fifteen years a large increase 
in the units per head of. the population. 

WATER-POWER RESULTS. 

The main interest in electricity. supply for 
the engineers in the South of Ireland was 
probably in water-power results. There was 
no doubt that in order to make the Shannon 
scheme a financial success’ more and more 
output in units would have to be obtained 
by an intensive sales campaign. Doubts as 
to its financial success had been freely cir- 
cuiated, owing to the capital expenditure in- 
volved, the low density of population, and 
the absence of industrial centres such as 
exist in Great Britain. But he thought that 
the majority of engineéts were hoping that 
the boldness and determination with which 
the problem had been tackled, under the 
direction of the able and energetic administra- 
tion of Dr. McLaughlin, would soon be re- 
warded by success. : 

It would appear that if the national aspect 
of electricity supply was _ recognised the 
problem would be made much easier, and he 
envied the engineers responsible for the Freé 
State scheme their powers. 

In conclusion, he suggested that engineers 
should take a special interest in the financial 
aspect of the undertakings. 

VOTE OF THANKS. 

Mr. L. J. Kettle, in moving a vote of thanks 
to Mr. Whysall, welcomed him as a fellow-city 
electrical engineer; and, also. he welcomed 
him as a portent and symbol! of the inevitable 
reunion between the two divisions of this 
country. (Hear, hear.)

Dr. T. McLaughlin, in supporting the pro- 
posal, congratulated Belfast and Mr. Whysall 
on the very fine steam station in that city, 
It was, he said, as efficient and modern a 
station as there was of its size in Europe.

Should 
they, he asked, see the day, therefore, 
when Belfast and Dublin would be 
inter-connected, and when electrical de- 
velopment in this country would follow 
the lines taken in Europe? Inter- 
connection between Belfast and Dublin 
would mean cheaper electricity for the 
citizens of both places, and he felt that the 
realisation of that simple economic fact by 
the people of Northern Ireland and the Free 
State must result in inter-connection. His 
one ambition in connection with the Shannon 
scheme was to see inter-connection with the 
North.

Larger supply of sheep and lambs, which 
were close on 500 head more than’ last week. 
There was practically no real change in sheep 
trade, but lambs were a much weaker sale 
even for best, which were fully 3s. to 5s. per 
head cheaper, also old ewes, which failed to 
clear. The money position generally was 
none too encouraging, but, then, most sheep 
and lambs offered were of. poor quality and 
hard to find buyers for. Everything of. useful 
quality could be cashed readily, including 
small fat lambs and. good ewes, but these 
formed a very small percentage.of the 8,203 
head on offer. Lamb trade almost confined 
to commission business for choice lots, but 
other classes not wanted. Shippers did a 
fair amount of business in suitable hoggets, 
and paid top prices freeiy due to. scarcity.

PREMIER AND THE 
UNEMPLOYED. 


From Our CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Thursday. 

In the Northern Parliament to-day, when 
the Prime Minister (Viscount Craigavon) sub- 
mitted a resolution adjourning the House— 
at the conclusion of to-day’s sitting—to the 
25th November, 

Mr. Beattie (Labour), who opposed, said 
there was considerable work to be done, and 
they should try and assist their industries. 
They should also help the unemployed, by 
arranging for the completion of the Great 
Western road in Belfast.. They could also 
discuss the possibility of establishing a motor 
industry in Belfast. 

PREMIER’S ASSURANCE. 

The Prime Minister said that the Chief 
‘Whip had. consulted members of the Opposi- 
tion, and found that it would suit their con- 
venience to adjourn that day. 

Mr. Beattie and Mr. Nixon (Independent 
Unionist) said they had not heard of any 
such arrangement. 

The Prime Minister said that the largest 
Opposition party in the House was consulted. 
If sitting * saa and talking would help the 
situation with which they were faced. to-day, 
there was not a single member who would not 
agree to sit the whole year round, but they 
could do their work outside, perhaps, better 
than they could in the House. Every member 
was anxious to help in every way to improve 
the condition of the tnemployed: Persomaily,

Themas Henderson (Independent Unionist) 
said that the Oppusition had suggested various 
means of providing work for the unemployed, 
but the Government had not, adopted any of 
the suggestions. Mr. Henderson ‘went on to 
say that another way of dealing with the 
problem was for the Northern Government to 
revert back to Britain, and let the business 
and the money we provided from London. 
“AVe ought never to have-had a Parliament 
of one own,” he declared, ‘ because the 
Government is merely an up-to-date duplicat- 
ing machine. We cannot protect our. indus- 
tries as the Free ‘State can, and from that 
point of view the Cabinet is impotent and 
unable to deal with the very serious problem 
of \unemploymoant.’' 

The bill was passed without a division. 

IMPORTED OATS. 

On the motion for. adjournment, Mr.
